my individual account a sum of money 
ou which I paid S per cent, interest. At 
the samo time I had hundreds of thou- 
sands ot dollars in tho treasury, but did 
not lose a cent either as a loan to myself 
iior anybody else at any time. The 85,000 
I borrowed from Wakellelil went to take- 
up a note of that amount discounted in 
the First Matioiral bank of Madison m 
July, 1SS1, six months previous to my 
turning over tho state funds to my suc- 
cessor in ollioe. lam not, awaro'thatl 
was barred, being state treasurer, from 
borrowing money from banks or anybody 
else, paying ,S per cent, interest .for tho 
use in my private business, and do not 
think think that anybody need be'ahirmud 
about it. I was poor when 1 took tho 
treasury, and .[ regret to say that I am 
still poor. 


So far as the funds of tho estate are 


concerned, Mr, Gueuther did no more 
than his duty; but it is not every stato 
treasurer that would havo gone to the 
trouble to borrow live thousand dollars to 
make good a deficiency.

STURLA-STILES, 


Tho Fiercely-Contested Criminal Trial 


Draws Finally to a Close. 


The Charge From, the Bench to tho 


Jury—No Verdict Yet 


Agreed Upon. 


CHICAGO, Doe. 15. 


Tho ease of Theresa Sturlu was givon to 


tho jury yodtorday forenoon, at i 1 :.'!0 o'clock. 
The evidence waa all in, tho speeches con- 
cluded, and tho only thii.tr occupying public 
attention waa the charge of tho judyo lo tho 
jury. Yet tho criminal court room was crowd- 
ed, as it had boon every day during the trial. 
The prisoner entered and sat by C'apt.am! Mrs. 
W. I', Black, looking calm, pale, ulmoHt uniu- 
teruiited, while tho attorneys for the state and 
tho defense wero couyultiiig wuh tiie judge in 
an ante-room. 
At about 10:."0 o'clock Judge 


Gardner entered the court room, aiul, lulilrCHH- 
ing tho jury, said thu. owin;; to phydical ina- 
bility ho would have to re.ir.e^-t Judge Gary to 
read tho instructions. Judge Gardner was ex- 
tremely nervoiiH, ami hu displayed evidence 
of a partial breaking down from his Hovero 
judicial 
labors. 
Tho 
jury 
roso 
from 


their seats, and 
facing tho jiulgo, stood 


for 
an hour listening to tho clear, dis- 


tinct enunciation of Judgo Gary, as he deliv- 
ered tho instructions of the court !o tlio 1:1011 
who were to judge the woman sitting there, 
and determine whether she was deserving to 
live or pay tho penalty of her crime on the 
gallows. Tho audience looked and li.-jtiuied at- 
tentively, hanging on each word as if it wero 
of vital importance to themselves individually, 
and the lawyers stood watching that nothing 
was overlooked or gurbluil. 


Judgo Gardner had no instructions of his 


own, 
but gave thono prepared by the pro.s.-cn- 


tion anil the defense. The instructions of tho 
court were the usual ones in cases of murder 
•where self-defense andjiusariitynvcrctho plca.-i. 
Judge Gary ttpst delivered tlic'iiiMtriictiniia for 
tho state, 'lie explained the law on iniinlur, 
describing tho difference betu-cen Tiinrdur ami 
manslaughter, and the punishment fur each.

V'hilo 


as jurors they had

Charles Htiles lived together aa man and mis- 
tress, and quarreled, and she was visited with 
physical abuse, was no justification of tho 
killing. 


The instructions for the stale wero 
very 


voluminous, and tboae ou tho part of the 
defonao much more so. The first instruction 
to them waa that they wero tho sole judges of 
tbo law and the facts, and that the indictment 
being an accuaation only was not- prima facie 
evidence of guilt. 
Kvery ono is considered 


innocent 
until 
proven 
guilty, 
and

doubt should be given to tho accused. If

They aUo hud to consider the fact 
that the defendant was a woman anil weak, 
ami that the deceased was a strung man. 


Thov should also tnko into considera:ion tho 


coiulitlon and the conduot of Mrs. l!obinsr:i, 
the man Poltc-r, and the boy Hyer-son while on 
tiio stand—whether Mrs. Uubinson bliowed 
signs of prejudice, whether i'ottoi- was drunk 
at iho Lime of tbo occurrence of ihe circnm- 
fstaiiuos to which ho testijiod, and whether tho 
defendant's name was nut suggested k> tho 
boy after tho delivery of the message. 
Also 


that tho confession of tho defendant out o!1 
court was doubtful evidence and should bo 
carefully weighed. 


The jury 
received its 
instructions and 


silently retired to a closelv-gnardecl room to 
weigh the testimony and decide between life, 
death and imprisonment. The impression was 
formed that the jury either agree upon in.ni- 
Hlaughter with a slight sentence, or there will 
bo no verdict. It is probable that a verdict will 
be decided upon to-day, if there is any proba- 
bility whatever of an agreement at anv time. 


Mrs. Capt. William 1'. Black, who'had oc- 


cupied a place by tho prisoner in tho court 
room while the jury wore out and passed tho 
time earnestly talking to some lady friends, 
aald, when asked what arrangements sho had 
made for Sturla- iu case of an acquittal: Hhe 
bopod first t o restore 
her to 
health, 


strength, 
and 
happiness. 
"Wo 
shall 


take nor to our own home, Bho said, "as my 
husband and myself both fool that sho should 
havo a chance to load an honest life. There, 
in tho study of music and with the best medi- 
cal treatment, wo liopo eho will bo happy 
enough to forget tho past, so far an it op- 
presses hor. At present, of course, it is bard 
to tell how much her voice has boon affected

To such the follow- 


ing remarks are not addressed. The 
bores that infest the world of music have 
a natural history of their owu, and if 
classification can have any effect in the 
diminution of their number, the purpose 
of these remarks will have been attained. 


The lirst and most perniciou.-:ot' musical 


bores is the bore loquacious. The epi- 
thet, be it observed, is only applicable to 
this class of bores when music isfjoing on; 
under ordinary circumstances these peo- 
ple arc usually of a quiet and even 
taciturn disposition; but under the shcl- 
terof music, especially of an instrumental 
kind, some mysterious influence is exer- 
cised upon their organs of speech, and 
they arc as those who must talk or die. 
Physically, the male of tho species is 
tho more annoying to the would-be lis- 
tener, since his remarks are generally 
•more audible; but then they have very 
often some relation to the music that is 
fjolntc on; while, on the other hand, the 
lemale is tho more irritating in the moral 
sense, since her remarks, though lower in 
tone, are nearly always irrelevant, and 
generally concern her personal or house- 
hold economy—as in the well-known 
case of the lady who was so deservedly put 
to shame at an orchestral concert, when, 
a bar's rest having succeeded to a fortissi- 
mo passage, she was heard to say at tho 
top of her voice, "I ahvuysjrive fiveponce 
a pound!" The pain 'inflicted by the 
bore loquacious is, however- so "well 
known and so generally suilercd that de- 
tailed investigation is unnecessary. 


The bore osecutive, or the class of am- 


ateur performers, may bo divided into 
two sections—the bore imitative and the 
bore critical. 
The first of these is gvn- 


! erally found of the female gender, and 


is named from her habit ol' emulating 
tlie performance of aomo distinguished1 
musician, and of slavishly copying all 
the eccentricities of the admired a°tist. 
On more than one occasion when an idol- 
ized pianist, in playing by heart (and 
what pianist is ever idolized who plays 
from tlie book?), has omitted a passage 
by mistake, one of those excellent ladi'es,

sic she brings to a concert, as well as by 
hcr_assiduously-used pencil. The b.orc 
critica1!, or <Jie male of the species " ex- 
ecutive," is generally the gifted amateur 
or the unappreciated professional, who 
always takes good care to find fault with. 
tho performance that is going on and 
with tho "reading" adopted by the per- 
neiiormcr, obtruding Ins own '"reading" 
diligently up'on all who happen to bo 
near him; assuring them, for instance, 
that "Schumann took at a good deal 
.slower, and I quite agree with him," 
even when Mine. Schumann is the expo- 
jnent of one of her husband's own com- 
positions, 
: 
As the bore executive is raised above 


the herd, in his own estimation, by his 
Hiusical abilities, so the bore reminiscent 
.is raised by the length of his memory.

Here ho will assure you that tho "finest 
singers of tlie present day are not lit to 
hold a candle to those that he remem- 
bers "in hi-i young days." . \Vell, per- 
haps thoy are not; but why should we 
not be permitted to enjoy what we can 
get now that we have it? 
One cannot 


but foresee that there will be a time 
when the present generation of listeners 
will check the enthusiasm of their chil- 
dren with the words: 
"What can you 


know about chamber music? Why, YOU 
neverheard Joachim and Patti!" If "the 
younger generations then arise in a bodv 
and slay their progenitors the act will bo 
excusable.—Pall Mall Gazette.
